FOOD PICTURE 
NOT TO CHANGE 


Anderson Predicts Short­ 
ages For Many Months; 
Study Under Way 


W A SH IN G TO N , July 17 — A m ­ 
ericans can expect food sho rtag es 
for m any m onths to come. 
So saying in 
“fra n k re p o rt” last 
n ig h t, S ecretary of A griculture A n­ 
derson added : 
“We are likely to dine on m ore 
sim ple fare, m inus the choice roasts, 
th e thick juicy steaks, an d m uch of 
th e sw eetening of p re-w a r years ” 
A nderson gave th is p ictu re in a 
radio talk in w hich he said his first 
ex am in atio n of th e situ a tio n since 
en terin g th e cab in et Ju ly 
1 
co n ­ 
vinced him little if any im prove­ 
m ent could be obtained before n ex t 
y e a r’s production season. 
He assured consum ers, how ever, 
his d e p artm en t is taking “positive 
ste p s” to increase production. 
But "because it takes tim e to p ro ­ 
duce food, no t m uch 
relief from 
actu al sho rtag es can be expected 
during th e rest of 1945 
T h e supplv 
of food we have available to us a t 
th is tim e was fixed by w h at w as 
done a year or m ore ago ju st as 
w hat we do now* will determ ine th e 
food supply th a t will be on h an d 
n ex t yer.r ' 
Foods are sh o rte r now th a n th ey 
m ight have been, A nderson a sse rt­ 
ed, adding, "we did not have th e 
foresight last year to hold on to 
o u r abundance." 
W hile w aiting for g reater p roduc­ 
tif n. A nderson said lus d ep a rtm e n t 
will try to obtain b etter d istrib u tio n 
of available supplies 
by 
“cooking 
o ff” black m ark ets and by p arin g 
m ilitary,

requirem ents. 
He said th e d ep artm en t also will 
seek su p p lem en tary production and
